CONFIRMING HEIRS

The above entitled matter came before the undersigned following the expiration of the
12-month time period for any party to challenge the Court’s May 18, 2017 Order Determining
Intestacy, Heirship & McMillan Matters. Based upon the file and proceedings, the Court makes
the following:

FINDINGS OF FACT & CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

1. On May 18, 2017, this Court entered an Order Determining Intestacy, Heirship &
McMillan Matters. In the Order, the Court determined that Decedent Prince Rogers Nelson died
intestate and that the heirs of the Estate are Omarr Baker, Alfred Jackson, Sharon Nelson, Norrine
Nelson, John R. Nelson, and Tyka Nelson.

2. The May 18, 2017 Order commenced the running of the statutory 12-month time period
for any party to petition to modify or vacate the Court’s determinations that Decedent Prince
Rogers Nelson left no valid will and determining the identity of the heirs of the estate. Minn. Stat.
§ 524.3-412.

3. Under Minn. Stat. § 524.3-412, the period for challenging the May 18, 2017 Order expired,
at the latest, on May 18, 2018. No party has sought to petition to modify or vacate the May 18,
2017 Order. All appeals from the Court’s previous orders excluding individuals as heirs of the

estate have been resolved and resulted in decisions affirming this Court’s orders.
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Based upon the foregoing Findings of Fact and Conclusions of Law, the Court makes the
following:

ORDER
1. The May 18, 2017 Order is confirmed. Decedent Prince Rogers Nelson died intestate and
the heirs of the Estate are the six individuals identified in the May 18, 2017 Order: Omarr Baker,
Alfred Jackson, Sharon Nelson, Norrine Nelson, John R. Nelson, and Tyka Nelson.
2. Any filing after May 18, 2018 by any other individual claiming to be an heir shall be

presumed barred and not addressed by the Court.
